the chamber and they carefully fol- 
lowed the argument presented by Mr. 
Borah.

Mr. Borah, who, as special counsel 


for that state, conducted the prosecu- 
tion of W. 'D-. Haywood, secretary of 
the 
Western Federation of Miner*, 


•whose trial on the charge of murder- 
ing former Governor Steunenberg, at- 
tracted wide attention last year, also 
found opportunity in 
his 
maiden 


speech in the senate to express his 
disapproval of an effort to secure len- 
iency for Harry Orchard, the self-con- 
fessed thrower of the bomb, which 
caused Steunenberg*s death. The ut- 
terance was made in connection with 
a condemnation of all efforts to con- 
done the-offense at Brownsv'lle. 


^natprJBorah said: _ 
"A1 cold-blooded, Inhuman, incarnate 


devil Wows to pieces an-ex-governor 
on the doorsteps of his home, is caught 
and confesses, and before the -grave 
of the man, who died a martyr to law 
•and order, green sentimentalism puts 
a halo upon the brow ot the blackest 
spirit that even escaped the crypts of 
hell. 


"Men 
wearin" the uniform of a sol- 


• jdier of the Union, the insignia of gov- 


ernment and the symbol of law and 
order, in the quiet of night, while 
homes are defenseless, assault and at- 
tempt to murder whole families and 
finally succeed in committing one mur- 
der. To compromise with such an act 
or such a deed is cowardice; it is be- 
trayal of government, it is an insult 
to every intelligent and right-thinkinr 
negro: for it pre-supposes he is a trai- 
tor his country and a criminal at 
heart." 


The speech was made notable by 


many striking passages ot oratory 
and attracted -general interest. Be- 
sides containing an analysis of 
the 


testimony taken in. the Brownsville 
case, it was in reply to Senator For- 
aker's recent discussion of the 
same 


subject Mr. Borah made very clear 
his belief that the evidence established 
a conspiracy on the part of some of 
the negro soldiers of the 25th regi- 
ment to shoot up the town. 


"I contend," said Mr. Borah, "that 


the evidence in this case is simply 
overwhelming and conclusive against 
the colored soldiers." 


The morale of the army, he said, is 


paramount to any man's right to re- 
main in it 
If any man in the 25th 


regiment participated in the riot, and 
if others connived at the crime by 
concealing knowledge of it to shield 
the guilty parties, then both were 
guilty alike, he declared.

The balance of the quotation

pamphlet puts in black letters. 
It 


says,: "But the question whether the 
restraint is reasonable can never arise 
unless and until it appear that the 
rights so created make it proper that 
there should be some restriction. No 
matter how limited, contracts in re- 
straint of trade are not valid when 
they are the main object of the par- 
ties." 
Judge Harmon in the quotation al- 


so went on to saye that railway com- 
panies which enjoy a monopoly from 
natural causes of the transportation 
of freight and persons in certain dis- 
tricts are exempt from lawful com- 
plaint. But when railroads which en- 
joy this natural monopoly extend its 
effects artificially 
by an agreement 


fixing rates, or otherwise 
stifling" 


competition among themselves, they 
are guilty of exactly the same public 
wrong as ordinary trusts or combina- 
tions. 


Judge Harmon closes with a word 


on the limitation of private fortunes. 
"It is a matter of no personal inter- 
est to me. for my aim in life has 
never been to amass jreaHh: but I am 
not taken with the idea of seeking b> 
law to limit the acquisition of for- 
tunes. 
The smallest fortune is too 


great if it be dishonestly or unfairly 
gained. With laws so framed as not 
to imp->sc unnecessary charge-' on the 
people, which operate to give some 
advantages o\er others, no fortunes 
will be swollen.

RETAINING WALLS 


OF RACCOON CREEK 


Given Consideration by Council Last 


Evening and Ordinance Laid Over 


for Further Investigation 


Considerable Business Transacted—Assessment 


Ordinances Passed—Contract for Year's 


Supply of Fuel for Water Plant. 


The city council held a long but 


rather uneventful session last night, 
finishing with a lengthy juggling of 
Councilman Orr's Raccoon creek re- 
taining wall resolution, finally con- 
signing it to the table until the next 
regular meeting at which time the 
subject is to meet further considera- 
tion. 


The resolution in question declares 


it necessary to- construct 
retaining 


walls on the south side of the Raccoon 
creek at the West Mat stree' bridge. 
There is a sum of $5,000 said to be in 
the Board of Public Service fund from 
-which the work was to be done. The 
engineer's- estimate, However, fixes 
the cost of construction ot the wall at 
$2,900. 


The ordinance was given its third 


reauing last night and was up for 
•passage when Councilman Stare regis- 
tered the objections that the sum of 
$2,900 was ridiculously high for such 
a piece of work; that the wall was be- 
ing constructed principally on private 
property and that the owners of. the 
property were prepared to make pri- 
vate use of it; that a wider- bridge 
would have to be constructed at this 
point and ought to be given-first con- 
sideration; and that the condition of 
the bank would not, at present, war- 
rant such an expenditnre of money. 


Councilman On? replied 
that 
the 


condition of the creek bank at the 
bridge was such that at the very next 
high water period there was great 
danger of the sidewalk and a portion, 
of the street being swept away and, 
that, while it is true that a part of 
the wall would be «onsructed on pri- 
vate property, the- improvement would 
be,a_public one as it efcects the con- 
necting link between West Newark 
and the down-town businessi section. 


iM,r. Orr, in referring to the esti- 


mate on the work, said that if 
the 


city intended making the improve- 
ment there should be no "little farmer 
job" of it, but that it should be buut 
to last. 


At this juncture Councilman Fulton 


arftee and said that he understood 
that this same matter had been oefore 
the council on other occasions and 
that it had sxme so far as +o have bids 


"ned in for the construction. He 


brought out the fact that the board of 
public service had gone ahead adver- 
tising for bids on this particular ordi- 
nance when the council had not given 
the board any authority to do so, as 
the ordinance has not yet been passed. 
MT. Taylor of the B. P. S. was pres- 
ent and replied to the council by~ad- 
mitting that the board had proceeded 
to advertise for bids without the au- 
thority of council, but that all bids had 
been rejected. 


It was suggested that the ordinance 


be laid on the table until the next 
meeting .4ft which time Mr. Orr is to 
bring the plans for construction be- 
fore the council and the subject will 
meet with further consideration. 


The finance committee reported on 


the bids for the $85,000 bonds, 
an- 


nouncing Breed & Harrison 
as the 


highest bidders,, they offering a prem- 
ium of $3.528.00. A resolution by Ful- 
ton, awarding the bonds to this com- 
pany, was passed.
